Production for 1911 AttaiMd a 
Value of More Tiiaa TUrteen 
Million Dollars. 



The coal mined in Kentucky in 1911 
amounted to 13.706.839 short tons, 
valued at tbe mine* at $13,617,217, 
according to a statement of Edward 
W. Parker, just issued by the United 
Statea Geological Survey- This was 
a decrease compared with the pro- 
duction for 1910 of 916,480 short 
tone which, conaklering the abnor- 
mal increase ir 1910 due to strikes 
in other coal-producing States, is 
eonaidered sasall. Altogothor. Mr. 
Parker says, the year 1911 may be 
eonaidered aa generally satiafaetory 
to the coal-mlaiac indnatry of i^eo- 
tueky. for in both production and 
value there waa a substantial in 
eroaao otror any yoar prior to 1910 
Compared with 1907. when the pre- 
vious maximum tonnage was record 
ed. the production hi 1011 ahowed 
an increase of nearly 8,000,000 tona 
in quantity and of mora than $2,200.

The number of men employed in 
the coal minea of Kentucky in 191 1 
21.821; aboat half of these 
worked ten houra • diy. about one 
fourth nine houra a day. and the 
othera dght hoaro a day. Tho ay 
erage produetiion ^or aaeh man in 
these mines waa 428 lOM lor the 
year and 8 8 tOM fbr each working 
day. New mining and transporta- 
tion dovolOfOMnta will, it is believed 
result in sobatantial gains in pro- 
duction in the near ft^ur*.

Dear Friends: 

lap writing this on board the 
steamer in order to mail it ot the 
docks, wbldi will aaire sdajr or t#o 
on its w«y back to America. 

Ordinarily an oeofu voyage ie «lled 
with so m«h ol t*» SMMMas that 
Ume drags upon one's hande. but 
tbia trip thus far haa been filled with 
interest, every day bringiag some 
new interest before us. 

When I reached Montreal I met 
my brother, a PreabytoriaB minister 
from Los Angeles. Cal.. and the Rev. 
T. M. H^ret. of Charleston, Ind., 
who waa sometime pastor at Stvrgia, 
Ky. We went aboard our steamer. 

Canada," Friday night about 10 
o'clock, for tho veaeel waa to leave 
port at 2 a. m. Saturday. The load- 
ing of the vesael waa almoat as inter- 
esting to me aa to moat loaalt ho^a, 
!»o I began at once to "sit up and 
take notice." I waa, however, sleep- 
ing aoundly when wo left port, wak- 
ing about my regular time for "first 
call for breakfast." at the sound of 
the ship bugler. It waa a moot 
beautiful day, and the ride down 
the St. Lawrence river waa full of 
interest, looking first on tho one side 
then on tho other at the mountain- 
oaa ahore line, with tho Httlo French 
villageo in the valley and coves by 
tbo water's edge. 

Just after noon we reached Que 
bee. our steamer lying in harbor un- 
til 7 p. m.. giving ua a chance to aee 
the sights of this old fortresa city. 
Tbo details of any city may b« of in- 
toroat, bat I will not sMsMpt to 
write this in my letter. 

Promptly at 7 o'clock Saturday we 
pulled off from tbo pior out into the 
river and on to tbe sea. Because of 
tbe kf in the northern route past 
Bella Islo, oar captain took the 
Southern route past Cape Race, 200 
milea further to Liverpool than the 
Northom reata. Thisshoro Une is 
known to ocean travelers as the 
graveyard of tbe Atlantic.

moat heartily into the singing of the 
grapd old bymne that were naod in 
tlMse services.

-Land could be seen much longer 
than we really thought, for I had 
grown accustomed topho-.gjlNWtant 
pounding of ihe monster engine 
long before w««aw the last glimpses j J •''J* 
of the land— having seen the last n>*dO- 
point Monday night at 8 o'clock. 

The change of temperature was so 
great that I wen uncomfortable — it 
was growing too cold for a Southern- 
er. I had called for an extra blank- 
et, which made two neavy blankets 
and 1 used my overcoat and other 
coats on top of that before I could 
keep warm. Imagine our surprise 
however to hear the ship captain tell 
UH Tuesday that at early dawn we 
passed our first icoborg. Wo woro 
warned that there were 15 seen the 
day before. The day was glorious 
and from 5 a. m. to 10:80 p. aa. 
thirteen were in the range of our 
vessel. A number of kodak pictures 
were made of some of them. Here 
are the captain's dimensions of one: 
l.i.'OO feet long, 150 feet above 
water. (7 tiaaee as deep under water 
B3 above, making it about 1000 feet 
high), 400 feet wide; a large tunnel 
through it mado by aarraBt water.*
